steamboat designed to ply between 


rHaverhill and -JJewburyport. On the 
'Slerrimac river and New York. She 
probably will be the largest and fin- 
est -which has ever hailed from the 
port of Nen:Buryport. 


"With a carrying capacity of 1000 


tons and a horsepower of 1100, a 
length of ifo feet and a beam of 32, 
she should certainly be large and 
powerful enough. to jespond lo all 
the demands made upon her by the 
trade of tfiat region. 
At least, that 


Is the belief of the Newburyport and 
Haverhill business men 
who have 


made themselves responsible for the 
experiment of such a new steamboat. 
.She is expected to make two round 
trips a week" if business will war- 
rant. 


That suggests the Idea 
that 
a 


similar 
enterprise 
for Portsmouth 


and BIddeford might be worth try- 
ing. 
The two ports ought to af- 


ord as.much freight as Newburyport 
and Haverhill. . 


(Freight for or from'Dover and per- 


haps Exeter could be handled "by a 
smaller boat making connections at 
Portsmouth. 
This idea is 
entirely 


feasible, as is proved by more than 
thirty steamboats on the 'Maine coast 
and rivers which regularly make con- 
nection with the New York and Bos- 
ton steamboats at 
Portland, Bath, 


Gardiner, Rockland, Belfast, Stockton 
Springs or Seapsport,, Bar Harbor, 
Lubec and Easlport. 


At least, the idea is worth the 


study of the Business men of Ports- 
mouth and' Biddeford. 


The farmers in this vicinity ought 


also to feel interested in the idea. 
It would mean the New York market 
for the buying of commercial fertili- 
zers, and it would mean the New 
York market for the selling of pota- 
toes, apples and other farm products 
not immediately perishable.

slderatlon by the York Improvement' 
society and committees have at var^ 
lous times tried to agree on the best 
location fo rthcm, but it was finally 
decided to have these walks laid out 
by Mr. C. C. Slmonds, the landscape 
gardener of the public parks of Chi- 
cago. 
Mr. Slmonds made a careful

There is also the "gain In sympathy with 
the workers of the world—in the sharing of-the universal attitude of 
honest,labor. • Then there is the more Immediate and practical con- 
sideration that In these days a higher degree of training is required 
if one Is' to earn such a living as bur new standards of life require. 
We :are coming to see that it is-highly moral act to earn an-honest 
living.
